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ROPER PROPOSAL SURPRISE? 


WASHINGTON—The directors of the 


U. S. Chamber of Commerce pulled a fast 
one last week on "Uncle Dan" Roper. 


The Secretary of Commerce, after some 


energetic wire pulling, finally wangled an 
invitation to address the convention despite 
the original plan .of the directors not to 
invite a New Deal spokesman. 


Ropor devoted much time and labor to 


his speech. As finally drafted, his big fea- 
ture was a ten-point program by means of 
which business men could aid in solving the 
unemployment problems. The formula was 
to be Roper's answer to the Chamber's 
challenge that the Administration tell in- 
dustry how it could re-employ more men. 


No. 1 plank in Roper's 'program was a 


proposal 
that business men themselves 


make a thorough survey of industry for the 
purpose of exploring the possibilities of 
adding men to payrolls. Such a 
study, 


Roper's manuscript declared, would be a 
great deal more valuable than a 
mere 


"head count" of the unemployed by the 
government—as demanded by business. 


Roper planned to spring this proposal 


as a surprise. But he made one serious slip. 


Several clays before he was to make his 


speech, he sent an advance copy to the 
Chamber bigwigs. When they spotted his 
proposal they got excited. They did not 
relish being put in the spot where 
they 


would either have to follow his advice or 
be charged with turning down a reasonable 
suggestion for the solution of the unem- 
ployment problem. 


To get out of this dilemma, the Cham- 


ber master minds decided to jump the gun 
on "Uncle Dan". The night before he made 
his speech, the directors, with a great fan- 
fare of ballyhoo, announced t h a t 
t h e 


Chamber would launch a nationwide sur- 
vey of re^employment. This was precisely 
the proposal Roper planned for the next 
day. .

thumping in silence. He stuck- to the ori- 


I ginal text of his speech and put forth his 


j proposal just as if the Chamber never had 
heard of it before.

armed men made the seizure, Ken- 
nedy said, although he tried to dis- 
regard the mob's orders to sur- 
render the negro. 


Pate was killed and Geary was 


seriously wounded yesterday when 
they got into an argument with 
Rushin while the three were riding 
on a truck. Rushin allegedly drew 
a butcher knife and stabbed Pate 
and Geary, fatally wounded the 
former. 
Rushin fled. 


Arrncd posses scoured the wood- 


lands for Rushin when word of 
Pate's death got around. He was 
captured by Deputy Sheriff Ken- 
nedy eight hours later. The mob, 
however, took

negro from 


Kennedy while he was leading him 
to an automobile to take him to 
Thomasville for safekeeping.
